. only of the 14, 
,000 voters in this country have 
adequate idea of the amount of 
work and expense necessary to en- 
able them to express their political 
preferences easily, quickly and ac- 
curately at the polls. In recent 
years the work and expense have 
been vastly increased by the 'intro- 
duction of new methods ol voting. 
In the early years of the Govern- 
ment when population was small 
and voters few the conduct of an 
election was a comparatively sim- 
ple matter. Voting was generally 
on the viva voce plan and one or 
two clerks at a polling booth were 
sufficient to take the political cen- 
sus of a district. But the method 
lacked secrecy and when the voters 
'increased it was slow and cumber- 
some. 

The introduction of the ballot 
is a long advance. The little 
alips of paper insured greater speed 
nd at least partial privacy in vot- 
ng. But they were open to the 
ibjection of permitting the intim- 
idation and bribery of the voter at 
the polls, and of giving an oppor- 
tunity for fraud. Then came the 
Australian system, which has tbe 
of securing greater privacy 
and accuracy in voting and counf- 
"ut while it is expeditious 
sfactory to the voter it has 
vastly increased the work and ex- 
pense of preparing for an election. 
The Australian system is an ad- 
vance in many respects over the 
old ballot system, but it is doubt 
if it remains in use as long as 
the latter did. The invention of 
machines for voting and the aa 
faction they have given where u 
make it probable that they will 
substituted for all other method;

on election day. Some States re- 
quire that a certain kind of paper 
be employed, and in order to com- 
ply with this, officials must be 
good judges of the different quali- 
ties of paper. Tons of paper are 
used in printing these ballots, how 
jy tons can be coojectured from 
fact that in some instances the 
ballots are twenty-one inches wide 
and twenty-two inches long. In 
New York State in 1894 about 
30,000,000 ballots were printed at 
a cost of $150,000.
